Victoria Ballroom Is Place to Vote Today 


Victorians stand a good chance of winning a 
plaque to grace city hall when they go to the polls 
today to choose a maypi\-four alderman and a 
school trustee and say whether or not they favor 
fluoridation. 

A plaque has been offered by Municipal Affairs 
Minister Wesley Black to the B.C. city or town 
with the best turnout of voters, and high interest 


in this election indicates the Victoria turnout will 
be exceptional. 

V'oting will be in the Victoria Ballroom at 
Government and Cormorant, half a block west of 
the site of the now-demolished public market where 
Victorians formerly cast their ballots. -^On the 
market site, voters this time will be able to park 
their cars. 


The voting will begin at 8 a m. and end at 
8 p.m. On the top, green ballot, the electors will 
*vote in favor of or against fluoridation. On the 
next, white ballot, they will choose a mayor from 
three candidates; on the third, pink ballot, a school 
tmstee from three candidates, and on the fourth, 
kraft ballot, four aldermen from 12 candidates. 

Returning Officer M. F. Hunter issued a special 


appeal to voters yesterday to mark all the ballots. 
Blank ballots, he said, cause delay in counting. 

Because of the restricted space in the ballrodm, 
he also called on voters not to loiter, and he 
reminded property-owners that only British sub¬ 
jects can legally vote. 

View Royal voters will share in choosing a 
school trustee. They will vote between 8 a m. and 
8 p.m. in View Royal Community Hall.

By ALEC MERRIMAN 
Victoria will get a new 
museum and archives as 
soon as the new courthous# 
is completed, in about two 
years.

Those were promises, made 
by Premier Bennett yesterday 
when he spoke to about 150

The premier said that Vic¬ 
toria, as the capital city, la 
more important than any other 
city in the province. 

He said next year the prov¬ 
ince will participate in a pro¬ 
gram to improve arterial high¬ 
ways and streets in this city. 

‘The next required new 
building will be one to house 
the museum and archives.” the 
premier said. He said It will be 
built close to the existing 
legislative buildings, which 
gave confirmation to rumors 
a new museum will be bulli bn 
the property on Belleville and 
Government now used as a 
parking lot.

The new museum, he said, 
will closely follow the archi¬ 
tecture of the legislative build¬ 
ings. 

“We do not intend to- put up 
all the money, but we realize 
the cmpiUl city must have a 
suitable auditorium.” he said 
when he promised healthy 
contributions towards one.

WOMEN ihoppers are not getting lazy, writes a 

housewife of Cedar HiU Crossroad. She con¬ 
tradicts a statement that I made recently. 

“Women judge a product by its weight,” she 
says. ‘To carry two pounds of almonds In shells, 
versus half a pound shelled, saves one and a half 
pounds to carry, besides the time to shell. 

“Carrots in bags are clean, no waste or refuse 
to carry. Why should women be turned into beasts 
of burden? Take a lopk around. There’s hardly a 
woman without a load of food to carry home. 

“We cannot phone our needs in, because of the 
price difference in various stores ... 

“In (a garden produce store) large apples sell 
at two for 29 cents. Who grows apples and gets 
29 cents for two? Their chestnuts 45^ cents a 
pound. A (chain stores) sells at 55 cents. Why the 
difference? 

“Women have to keep their eyes open for bar¬ 
gains in food. Sirloin steak in (oHTTfUTPtrPr’s store) 
$1.40 a pound. Round steak, $130 a pound. No 
wonder w omen wear a sharp bird-like look in their 
eyes, when they have to fe^ a family and prices 
are so different in different stores. 


“Also, have you noticed men shopping for 
meat? Early mornings is the time. You’d be suTr 
prised to see well-known business men wheeling 
along a trolly with large purchases of meat at the 
lowest prices they can get. 

“They never seem to buy anything but meat. 
Their wives must be very relieved to have this chore 
taken off their lazy shoulders. 

“Remember when we could phone for what we 
fancied and the butcher was glad to have regular 
customers, and served them well? 

“Have you ever heard the expression, *A sprat 
to catch a mackerel?’ That is what a few stores go 
in for. Or *A carrot for donkeys.* But we cannot 
afford to be taken for a ridf. Our purses are too 
thin, and we are too worried about prices. 

“You could help by urging the government to 
keep an eye on fair weights, food unfit for hunuin 
consumption, soap cartons full of cheap towels 
instead of soap, nasty bacon which goes bad and 
mouldy inside a week. 

“We could go on and on, but you know It all.** 

*‘Yours tir^y, a woman without a car or 
fridge.”

This lady asks that I withhold her name. Some 
of her arguments are sound. I have suggested before 
that if it is fair for businessmen to have a credit 
bureau, through which to rate the reliability of 
customers, then consumers should have a system 
for rating the merchants. 

Since consumers do not seem able to band 
together for the exchange of information, the job 
of sorting out good values from bad is left to the 
individual It must be a tiring business for the 
housewife, certainly. 

How much should the government do to pro¬ 
tect the consumer? Probably much more t^an it is 
doing now.

But the lady should not be distressed by the 
fact that prices vary from store to store. That is a 
sign that some competition exists. The time to worry 
will be when all stores charge the same prices. 

The clean, handsome vegetable may not be as 
great a bargain as it seems. To grow it quality 
may have bwn sacrificed to appearance. 'The vege¬ 
table may have been force-grown with chemical 
fertilizers on sandy soil; kept hanging around for 
days in warehouses and processing plants,' losing 
much of its food value.

Gingering Themselves Up 


D elegates of the Liberal party 
have been in session in Ottawa 
to boost their morale and prepare for 
the next federal election. That is at 
least two years away yet but the fires 
mast be lit well ahead if the party is 
to recover from its shattering defeat 
of last year. 

Patently confusion still exists 
about how this is to be accompli.shed. 
Mr. Pearson called in rousing fashion 
for a grand national rallv next year 
of smaIl-1 “liberal-minded” people 
but the old guard turned their leader 
dowTi. The “rally” will take the form 
of the usual convention of certified 
capital-L Liberals. Apparently no 
outsiders need apply. 

•Naturally Mr. Pearson launched 
a few tirades against the Diefenbaker 
regime he would like to displace. 
Including the chaiTIP it was “sloppy 
and uncertain” in its policies. His 
own supporters seem equally uncer¬ 
tain.* It is reported that the most 
frequently heard question at the 
Ottawa meeting was: “How do you 
think we are doing?” If they don’t 
know' this is not much of a lead for 
the rest of the country'. 

Among other hopeful resolutions 
passed was one assailing the govern¬ 


ment for failure to “re-assess the 
validity of conventional thinking in 
defence.” This Is a nice piece of 
rhetoric but what is conventional 
thinking on this subject? One had 
thought the thing these days was to 
be unconventional. In any event 
there are as many authoritative opin¬ 
ions on defence in the West as there 
are governments and professional 
advi.sers. 

On defence the Liberals would be 
well advi:^ to mute their criticisms. 
The same resolution deplores the 
“suboi^nate position” in which 
Canada has been placed in relation to 
the United States. Who, it could be 
asked, put it there? None other than 
the la.st Liberal government, which 
set up the NORAD command and 
initiated the interlocking liaison 
w hich joins Canada and the U.S. T^e 
present government had no choice 
but to carry on. 

Geography makes these defensive 
arrangements seem imperative, and 
the Liberals are not to be arraigned 
for setting them in motion. It is pure 
guile however for them to indict the 
Diefenbaker regime for what was 
their own princijwl defensive policy 
when they were in office two years 
ago. 


Election Day Confusion 


)E0PLE who have not studied the

The 
cplanation Is that under the Muni- 
pal Act nomination day must be 
le first Monday in December and 
cction day the Thursday of the 
eek following; whei-eas "under Vic¬ 
una’s special act nomination day 
id election day are only a week 
part, both being on Thursdays. 

That is what cause? all this coll¬ 
ision in Greater Victoria—made all 
\e worse this year because of the 
'parate referendums on fluoridation. 


It is difficult to understand why such 
a formula should have been chosen 
for the municipalities, since in it 
neither useful purpose nor advantage 
can be detected. In some years— 
and this is one of them—it brings the 
elections far too close to (^ristmas, 
when people are much more inter¬ 
ested in other things. Because the 
first Monday in December this year 
fell on the latest pos.sible date, the 
7th, elections cannot be held until 
eight days before Chri.stmas. 

This statutory arrangement gives 
rise to endless misunderstandings 
here. Elsewhere in the province 
where snow may be exp^ed it 
makes journeys to the polls harder 
than they ne€^ be.

United Arab Republic deeply 
suspicious of British policies and 
motives, and he set about breaking 
down that suspicion. He argued that 
it was In the interests of the UAR 
and everyone else—the Soviet Union 
and Its friends possibly excepted— 
that old wounds be helped to heal. 
He established himself on a basis of 
warm personal relations with key 
ministers in the Nasser government, 
and had many with President 

Nasser. 

When the time was ripe, some 
six months ago, the British Foreign 
Office sent one of its diplomats to 
Cairo to negotiate unofficially with 
the UAR government. The Foreign 
Office’s Colin Crowe teamed up with 
Smith. He followed a trail into UAR 
ministerial offices which Smith had 
broken —a traU smoothed also by 
Nasser's increasing suspicion of 
Soviet Russia, a suspicion Smith had 
done nothing to allay. On Dec. 1 
London and Cairo announced they 
would resume npnnal diplomatic rela¬ 
tions, for the present at the charge 
d'affaires level 

When the Nasser government 


broke off relations in 1956, the 
British government had to find some 
country with a diplomatic mission 
In Cairo to act as the "protecting 
power” for British interests in Egypt. 

Canada was deeply involved in 
establishing the United Nations Icmer- 
gency Force- in the area. For Canada 
to have becoihe the protecting power 
would have been prejudicial to Can- / 
ada's UNEF objective, so the British 
arranged for Switzerland to repre¬ 
sent British interests. 

Normally the Swiss would have 
acted as intermediary between Lon¬ 
don and Cairo in the matter of 
resuming diplomatic relations. In¬ 
stead. and quite unofficially. Canada 
assumed this role, through Smith. It 
was a delicate assignment made 
doubly so by the need to move 
cautiou.sly to avoid giving offence to 
the .Swiss. 

Another difficulty W’as patchup 
protocol. The Egyptians broke rela¬ 
tions. .so technically the initiative to 
mend them should corhe from the 
UAR. But this was exi^cting overly 
much of Nas^r. The formula of joint 
agreement was more realistic in the 
circumstances. 

Even at that, on Dec. 2, the day 
after the patchup announcement the 
UAR announced that a house in 
which a British army officer was 
murdered three years ago would be 
turned into a national shrine. On tire 
heels of the diplomatic rapproche¬ 
ment this action was a gratuitous 
Insult to the British, an effort by 
Nasser to save face with his people. 

k k k 

.Smith was the right man in the 
right place at the right thne — a 
tribute to his abilities, and to the 
foresight of those in Ottawa who sent 
him to Cairo. 

In a way, his achievement wa.s a 
payoff of 20 years of excellent diplo¬ 
matic training and experience, of two 
long-separated postings in Cairo, of 
a stint lecturing in economics at the 
University of Cairo, of close as.socia- 
lion with the British, and of diplo¬ 
matic perseverance of the Lester 
Pearson school. '

It is hard for the leaders of 
present-day Italy not to rattle around 
in this environment; to feel oppressed . 
and inadequate under the shadow of 
so much history and so many con¬ 
querors. In the long tragedy of Fas¬ 
cism \jussollni cleverly expoited Ih* 
popular desire to relive the days of 
imperial greatness. 

President Eisenhower undertook 
in the talks here to convince Segnl 
and his colleagues that the United 
States regards Italy as a vital and 
important member of the North At¬ 
lantic alliance, to be consulted on all 
major questions. The .same emphasis 
Is going into the conversations In 
Greece and Turkey. The objective if 
to overcome the feeling among the 
smaller NATO members that they 
are merely satellites In the train of 
the United States. Great Britain and 
France.

For Segni the president had a 
special motive In pouring on the 
warmth of his good will. The Italian 
prime minister came to Washington 
two days after Khru.shchev had left 
and Eisenhower was suffering from 
a bad cold. He saw Segnl for only one 
official luncheon and as the prime 
minister left the White House the 
president was taking off from the 
south lawn in his hellicopter for a 
long rest in Southern California. 

The opposition press, and particu¬ 
larly the Communists, made much of 
what was represen ted ~a8 a deliberate 
slight. While he did not show it 
during his tour of America, the sen¬ 
sitive Segni squirmed under ithia 
attack. He had come over because hia 
prestige needed a boo.ster and the net 
result seemed to be to downgrade 
Italy and the Segni government with 
the contrast of the outpouring for 
Khrushchev all too glaring. 

A principal reason for .Segni’s un¬ 
certainty Is the division within tiia 
Christian Democratic party between 
the (‘onservatives, whom he repre- 
.sent.s, and the libera] faction headed 
by Amintore Fanfani. But at a party 
meeting in Florence a compromisa 
was reached. Fanfani got seven 
places on the 23-raember executive 
committee, and four Fanfani men are 
in the cabinet. 


WTiat is fhore important, the Segnl 
government has moved to adopt a 
law against monopolies and s new 
law benefiting agriculture. Fanfani 
cannot In any event supplant Segni 
and the likelihood is for stability for 
the Segni coalition, which depends 
for its majority on the extreme neo- 
Fascist right, through another year. 

Yet this political arrarigement 
seems inevitably provisfmaiy It 
wavers between a past that 'cannot 
be restored and a future that it can¬ 
not bring into being. The crust of 
caste, custom, tradition, privilege — 
men of great wealth pay little or no 
taxes — is too thick. Despite recent 
heavy loaaeH. the Communist party 
in a country that is overwhelmingly 
Catholic continues to be the largest 
outside Russia and China. 'vA'ha 
claimed membership is now under 
2,000 fm. and the vote of the Com¬ 
munists and their alliea, the Nennl 
socialists, is 3T per cen^ol the toUL 


As almost everyone agrees, thesa 
are hot real Communista but enmtt* 
tered men and women who see no 
other form of protest. Underlying all 
this la the wonderful vigor of tho 
Italian people who in a moment of 
emotional enthuaiaam can cheer 
themielvea hoarse for Ike sa a sym¬ 
bol of hope lor tho futurt.

In our part of »h#» country, th^ 
rnoal .vrious Inw^-t p«»st vvr miwt^ 
d«‘al with i« Ihr aphid nol'becauar 
thr individual aphid dors auch a 
trrriblr amount of harm, but brcausr 
th^ir prodijfious ratf of piopasation 
la auch that- thry could oNcrnin thr 
whole garden in a aingle season it 
allowed to multiply uncontrolled. 

At thia aeaaon of the year, moat 
kinds of aphis have died or gone into 
hibernation, but their eggs have 
been laid tin>\. shiny oval eggs m 
masses on our shrubs and trees. It 
is from these eggs that most of 
next year’s troubles will hatch if we 
don’t do something about them. 

The winter wash is the answer to 
aphis eggs--and quite a few other 
troubles too and for my money, the 
winter spraying is the most im¬ 
portant one of the year. Ideally, fruit 
trees and soft fruk bushes should be 
sprayed about seven times per year, 
a schedule which is a bit too strenu¬ 
ous fo|w the average hackyaid 
gardener. In cutting down to a more 


ea.*4ily handUvl routine, though, the 
winter wash should he the last to be 
abandoned. 

Apart from killing aphis eggs, the 
winter wash also kills the small shell- 
like scale in.secLs that so often infest 
plums, cherries and peaj-hes. and 
destroys the lichens, moss and green 
algae on the hark. While moss does 
no particular harm in it.self. it gives 
shelter to insect pests and fungus' 
spores seeking winter qiAir^RTS- 

The sprays used for winter wash- 
ilig are caustic In nature, and ran 
only be used when the trees and 
shrubs are dormant. Generally speak 
ing. it can go on as soon as th< leaves 
have fallen, and the sooner the better. 

The soft fruits gooseberries, cur¬ 
rants. raspherrie;ii, logans and black¬ 
berries should come first, along 
with the store fruits peaches, 
cherries, plums and apricots as 
these .start into growth so early in 
the spring. 

Apples and pears can he left 
until after the turn of the year' If 
neees.sar>, although the weather is

u.sually N'ttei for spraying In Decem¬ 
ber than In January or February. 
Strawberries and nut trees are not 
sprayed, but is a good idea to do tha 
ornamental shrubs, ti-ees and roses 
along with the fruits, except, of 
course, the winter flowering kinds. 

The b«*st .spray for moss and hug 
eggs IS a tar distillate sold under the 
name of Spray Oil. but this doesn’t 
do much for apple scab. Lime sulphur 
cleans up scab, but is not Very effec¬ 
tive against insect eggs. Fortunately, 
the two can be mixed, and a pretty 
good all purpose .spray is 2 pints llmo 
sulphur plus one pint dormant oil 
emulsion mixed into 5 gallons of 
water. 

Apply as a really drenching spray, 
making sure every part of the trea 
la wetted. Growing plants or ever¬ 
green shrubs nearby ahould ba 
coven*d and protect^ from the 
caustic spray. Incidentally, the spray 
oil is grand stuff for cleaning moss 
and sHme from crazy paving and 
stepping stones which he com a 
dangerously altppery from this cause.

V’^oting will be In the Victoria Ballroom at 
Government and Cormorant, half a block west of 
the site of the now-demolished public market where 
Victorians formerly cast their ballots. On the 
market site, voters this time uill be nble to park 
their cars. 


The voting will begin at 8 a.m. and end at 
8 p.m. On the top, green ballot, the electors will 
vote in favor of or against fluoridation.

Because of the restricted space in the ballroom, 
he also called on voters not to loiter, and he 
reminded property-owners that only British sub¬ 
jects can legally vote.

It is impossible, he said, to 
say how much of the infection 
is due to unsewered conditions. 

Mr. Clay told the audience 
that 40 per cent of Albeml can 
be designated as an immediate 
trouble area.* “You cannot go 
on saturating the ground with 
sewage without a big explo- 
aion,“ he said. 

Mayor Luckhurst outlined 
the council's actions in obtain¬ 
ing plan.A and preparing the 
money bylaw which will be 
placed before the owner-elec¬ 
tors Dec. 17. 

“We all know we should 
have sewers.” he said. “No 
one would be concerned with 
the plan if it were going to 
coat nothing, so we are pri¬ 
marily concerned with the 
cost.”

And at the same time tha 
provincial government will 
give serious consideration to 
making "healthy oontributiona 
towards a proper civic audi¬ 
torium for Victoria." 

Those were promises made 
by Premier Bennett yeaterday 
when he spoke to about 150 
civic, legal military and pro¬ 
vincial offidala at a special 
ceremony to mark start of con¬ 
struction on Victoria’s long- 
awaited new courthouse. 

MOBS IMPORTANT 
The premier said that Vle- 
toria, as the capital city, is 
more important than any other 
dty in the province. 

He said next year tha prov¬ 
ince will parUciiMte in a pro¬ 
gram to improve arterial, high¬ 
ways and streeU in this city, 
‘The next required new 
building will be one to housa 
the museum and archivea." tha 
pren\ier said. He said it will ba 
built close to the existing 
legislative buildings, which 
.gave confirmation to rumors 
a new museum will be built on 
the property on Belleville and 
Government now used as a 
parking lot. 

’The new museum, he said, 
will clqipely follow the archi¬ 
tecture of the legislative build¬ 
ings.
